INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 16.—At the open- 
ing of the senate yesterday Senator 
Huston offered the following: 


Whereas, The senate provided, by 
resolution, for an investigation of our 
state benevolent institutions and ap- 
pointed a committee for such investiga- 
tion; and, whereas, the extent of said in- 
vestigation is not clearly defined by said 
resolution; therefore, 


Resolved, That the committee be m 
structed to make a most searching in- 
quiry regarding the business manage- 
ment of the various benevolent institu- 
tions, and especially to inquire into and 
report as to the moral character, busi- 
ness capacity and especial fitness of 
those placed in charge of said institu- 
tions. 
Also, that the minority shall be 
authorized to employ for their use in the 
investigation both an attorney and sten- 
ographer. 


Objections were made by the demo- 
crats, to the consideration of the resolu 
tion, raising the point of order that par- 
liamentary usage did not recognize a 
majority and minority of a committee. 
Senator Johnson said he did not believe 
in the senate holding a separate investi- 
gation from that of the house, but since 
it had been ordered he believedin allow- 
ing the minority an opportunity to make 
a fair showing. 
He continued speaking 
at some length and a running debate 
sprung up between him and Senator 
Trippett, which became somewhat vio- 
lent. 
The latter asked what authority 
the senator from Wayne had in inti- 
mating that there would be two reports 
from the committee, and Senator John- 
son made a palpable hit by responding 
very forcibly that he had reason to be- 
lieve that such would be the case, as the 
senator from Jackson and Jennings (Mr. 
Smith) had declared, on the floor of the 
senate, that the purpose of the investi- 
gation was to allow the democratic party 
to vindicate itself from the charges that 
had been made. 
Senator Trippett re- 
sponded warmly, and he and Mr. John- 
son continued, both talking at the same 
time and 
gesticulating 
with 
vigor 
President 
Smith 
rapped 
repeated- 
ly 
for 
order, 
and 
finally 
or- 
dered 
both 
gentlemen 
to 
take 
their seats, which they failed to do 
promptly and he ordered the door-keep- 
er to compel them to. 
That official 
started down to do this, but both the 
gentlemen took their seats, and Senator 
DeMotte, who attempted to speak and 
was ordered to sit down, did so with so 
much vigor as to break the chair and 
cause him to fall on the floor, which 
caused much laughter. 
The president 
decided the resolution out of order, and 
Senator Huston, speaking to a question 
of privilege, said that, appreciating the 
courtesy of the chair appointing him a 
member of the investigating committee, 
he must decline to serve. 
He had of- 
fered this resolution in good faith, be- 
cause he believed that it would result 
in the discovery of important facts. 
He 
wanted investigation into the moral 
character of some men who were regard- 
ed as moral lepeis throughout the state. 
Believing that the purpose of the alleged 
investigation was 
to 
whitewash the 
management, and, 
believing further, 
that he, as member of the minority of 
the committee, would not have a fair 
showing, he declined to serve. 
• President Smith took the floor and 
disclaimed the statement attributed to 
him of saying the purpose of the inves- 
tigation was to vindicate the democratic 
partv. 
What he had said was this: that 
in the other end of the capitol a partisan 
committee had been appointed for par- 
tisan purposes, to blacken the name and 
fame of the democratic party, and that 
the democratic majority in the senate 
should order an investigation in self de- 
fense,so that the truth and nothing but 
the truth might be brought out. 
This 
precipitated a political discussion be- 
tween Senators Smith, Huston, Johnson 
and others, which was carnivorous and 
vehement. 
Senator Smith said that tor 
the first time, the charge of moral lep- 
rosy had been made against the mana- 
gers of this institution. 
Mr. Huston 
said he was individually and personally 
responsible for everything ne said. Sen- 
ator Smith, proceeding, said that the re- 
pubUcans were engaged last campaign 
in buying votes, and the republicans 
had not gained a senator nor represent- 
ative that they didn't gain by the use of 
money. 
The political debate contin- 
ued until after the noon hour, although 
there was nothing before the house. 
Mr. Smith in referring to the republi- 
can management of the hospital for the 
insane before the Rogers regime said it 
was mu as a house of prostitution. 
The 


senate took a reoeen for dinner amid 
considerable confusion, with the under 
standing that Senator Huston should 
have the floor at the afternoon session.

The senate yesterday refused to repeal 
the intimidation laws.

The G. A. R. posts of the state have 
very generally petitioned for a soldier's 
memorial hall instead of the monument 
originally proposed. 


The house passed a resolution instxriot- 
ing the Indiana congressman to vote for 
the passage of the dependent parent 
pension bill over the president's veto. 


Governor Gray yesterday signed the 
labor bill requiring railroad companies 
and other corporations to pay their em- 
ployes in cash at least every two weeks. 


Hon. Charles F. Griffin, secretary of 
state, has attested the signature of Gov- 
ernor Gray to the election of Hon. Da- 
vid Turpie to the United States senate, 
and a copy of the official document is 
transmitted to Washington. 


It is given out on apparently good au- 
thority, that the republicans have de- 
cided to delay the appropriation and loan 
bills until the democrats agree to go 
into joint convention to elect the tins- 
tees of the benevolent and penal insti 
tutions and other officials whose elec- 
tion is provided for every four years. 
The failure to do this will make it neces- 
saiyforthe governor to appoint, and 
his appointees wUl necessarily be demo- 
crats.

A BIG BLAZE. 


Ossian the Seene of a Destructive Fire 
Entailing a* Loss of Something 
Like $ 1 0 , 0 0 0 . 


Last night, at Ossian, a thriving vil- 
lage in Wells county, some fifteen miles 
south of this city near the county line, a 
destructive fire broke out in G. A. Mor- 
ton's store and residence, a two story 
frame building. 
There is no fire depart- 
ment in that town, nor have the people 
anything like a fire apparatus. 
Under

ing furniture and fixtures. 


The flames devoured Mr. Morton's 
s tore and most of its contents, leaped 
to Postmaster R. L. Seaton's home and 
eat everything he had in his house, 
while he was heroically removing the con- 
tents of the postoffice below which also 
fell a prey to the flames.

That vessel appar-

ful submarine vessel is being built to 
the designs of Mr. Nerdenfelt, with 
engines of 1.300 horse power, and it will 
probably be ready for trial in South- 
ampton water in the spring. 


DÜRING the past summer rattle and 
other kinds of snake» were very abun- 
dant in Farrington township, Jeflferson 
County, HI., and the people in that 
vicinity were greatly annoyed by them.

A CHAKACTERISTIO story of Gen. Lo- 
gan is told by Senator Cameron.

"You want to know how I 
could do it when I was a Senator. Then 
I attended to other j^eople's business 
for nothing. 
Now I am compelled to 
do it for a living."

THE physicians oi' the Polyclinic 
Hospital of New York have just re- 
moved a tumor from a young man's 
brain. The physicians before the opera- 
tion learned that when two years old 
the young man had fallen from a fence 
and had a corn stalk driven through 
his skull. 
The hole, however, had in 
course of time filled up with bony mat- 
ter. 
The young man had frequent fits, 
periods of hysteria, had developed 
paralytic symptoms and began to show 
a morbid suspicion of people. The 
physicians having decided that the 
trouble lay in the brain, learned of the 
accident in childhood, found the scar 
of the wound, placed the patient under 
the influence of ether, cut a piece out 
of the skull at the scar, found the 
tumor growing in the brain and re- 
moved it. In its center was a splinter 
of bone. The tumor was pear-shaped 
and two inches in diameter where 
widest. It took an hour to remove it. 
The patient has almost completely re- 
covered and shows none of his former 
symptoms.

Anil here was a youth who 
had been hungry and cold and penni 
less ever since he landed upon our 
shores, confessing that he liked America 
better than Enarland. 


ABBAVE and skillful act was per- 
formed by a coachman in Philadelphia 
the other day. The coupe was going 
eastward on Chestnut Street when one 
of the horses becoming frightened, and 
his impulse of terror apparently com- 
municating itself to the other, both 
dashed ofi" at a furious pace. The driver 
soon saw that the horses were wholly 
beyond his control, and that he conld 
not hope to stop the runaways. He 
therefore, as the coupe neared the 
corner of Nineteenth and Chestnut 
Streets, braced himself for the shock, 
and, throwing all his strength upon

dropping the reins he let them run. 
All who saw the brave fellow's action 
were filled with admiration at the cour- 
age, determination, and skill with which 
the driver accomplished the feat that 
saved the lives of two ladies under his 
charge. The horses were soon stopped, 
and the vehicle beyond the breakage 
of the pole and the shattering of the 
plate-glass windows, sustained no dam- 
age except a few scratches. 


AN "expert sandbagger" named Kent 
has just been sent to the penitentiary 
from Chicago, and gave a reporter some 
points on his business before going. 
"Winter is the proper time for going 
bagging," said Kent a few days before 
he went to State prison.

THE recent improvement in Em- 
peror William's health is due .|o the 
fact that since his return to Berlin he 
has become much more amenable to 
the wishes of his physicians, says the 
London World. He does not now ex- 
pose himself to cold weather as he has 
hitherto insisted on doing; he sleeps in 
a warm room instead of having his 
apartments arranged as if he were a 
robust subaltern in a barrack ; and lie 
no longer lives by clockwork. The 
Emperor till recently never either ate 
or drank except at certain specified 
hours, when he indulged his appetite 
in a very reckless way. But now his 
Majesty takes sòme kind of food every 
two hours, such as a very strong beef- 
tea, eggs 1 eaten up with wine tokay 
and cream, coffee, and isinglass. The 
Emperor's great meal had always been 
supper till this autumn, and most of 
his recent illnesses have arisen from in- 
discretions at table. 
He delighted in 
lobsters in every shape and form, 
especially' hot, with a rich sauce, and 
washed down by copious draughts of 
Rhine wine. Another favorite dish was 
crawfish soup, and also the Russian 
batwinia, a cold fish soup, in which 
beer, cider, rancid herrings, and salt 
cucumbers are ingredients. The Em- 
peror was also fond of veal stewed with 
cloves and cinnamon, and of pork 
atewed with nutmeg and marshmallow; 
while a frequent sweet was a large 
sponge-cake well steeped in rum. The 
physicians are of the opinion that his 
Majesty may now live for some years 
longer, unless thei'e should be very 
cold weather-

A literary beer seller in Chambers 
street, not a mile from the fire honsee, 
insisted on treating two friends yester- 
day. Tbey protested that in giving 
them a free Innoheon of bean Eonp he 
had done enough to maintain his char- 
acter as a host Bat he persisted. 


"Fill these ponies, John," said he. 
adding: *'Now those three little glasses 
that I give away (and one of them, you 
observe, is going to myself) don't strain 
my generosity very hard. Let me prove 
that a saloon k<)eper can afiord to treat. 
Lager beer costs me nine cents a qnart, 
without froth. These three little glasses 
hold each abont one-eighth of a quart, 
mainly froth, so that this treat costs me 
three-eighths of nine cents, or three and 
tbirty-one hundredth cents." 


This beer seller had previously sold 
those customers three ponies apiece, or 
six ponies of the same size, costing him 
12i cents, for 30 cents, and a cigar at 10 
cents, which he bought for 
cents, or 
$45 a thousand. Profits such as these 
account for the fact that when the aver- 
age pugilist wins a fight, or a newsboy 
jumps from the Brooklyn bridge, or a 
negro minstrel manages to save $1,000, 
each at once establishes a saloon. 


There used to be a caterer who rented 
the bar privileges on certain Coney Is- 
land boats. He let new light on the snb- 
ject in conversation with a Sun reporter. 
Said he: "I pay $2 for a viertel, or 
quarter barrel^ of lager, and it holds 
about ninety glasses of beer, or the 
equal of $4.50 to me at five cents a glass. 
That would be a profit of only $2.50, or 
125 per cent., which with the expenses 
deducted would not be enough. There- 
fore my orders to the bartenders on each 
boat are that they must get 150 glasses 
out of each keg, and torn in $7.50 to 
me. Yon notice I do not speak of any- 
thing more than the expenses. 
I say 
nothing about knocking down by the 
bartenders. 
After they have tamed in 
what I want they can knock down all 
they please. Get 150 glasses oat of each 
viertel, I say, or yon can't work for me. 
I don't care if they squeeze 200 glasses 
out of a keg." 


In the old days when sabstitates for 
malt and hops, and the original winter 
processes of beer making were first 
crudely establisiied. it was always reck- 
oned that a beer brewer's profit was a 
dollar on each barrel he turned oat. 
Since then the adulteration, or rather 
the complete revolution in beer brewing 
processes and ingredients, has greatly 
lessened the cost of production; bat, on 
the other hand, intense competition and 
the spending of large sums in treating, 
showy signs, and in secret rebates to 
large customers has prevented the in- 
crease of the profits. 
They still remain 
at a dollar a barrel, or a little more than 
$6,000,000 in New York, Newark, and 
Brooklyn, divided among eighty brew- 
ers. 


THE engagement of the son of Sen- 
ator Hearst of California and Miss 
Eleanor Calhoun is announced, and 
they will be married in the early 
spring, says a Washington correspond- 
ent. 
This is the young lady who omit- 
ted to marry the Hon. Fred H. Winston 
on an American man-of-war in the 
Golden Horn while the latter was on 
his way to Persia. She is a grand- 
daughter of John C. Calhoun, the 
great nullifier, and she hails from Caro- 
lina, although 
she has been long 
abroad. Mr. Winston met her in Eng- 
land, and became engaged to her there 
after a short acquaintance.

with more or loss success. It is sup- 
posed that her ambition to shine at an 
Oriental court inspired Mr. Winston to 
seek the Persian mission, and the com- 
mission as Brigadier General in the 
Dlinois State Guard.

Buman IngeHuity Endeavoring 
<• JDo Awatf 
WUhth« Worh of the Bee». 


Not only has American enterprise 
succeeded in manufacturing a honey 
comb to save the bees the trouble of 
furnishing a receptacle for their sweet 
store, but it even threatens to do away 
with the services of the industrious 
little bee by supplying the honey also. 
More than one variety of manufactured 
honey is at present sold in the market, 
as being the genuine product of the 
little busy bee. 
Some of it comes in 
the form of strained and clarified honey 
put up in glass jars. 
More of it is anp- 
plied in the comb in small boxes with 
glass on either side, through which it 
may be seen looking as natural as if it 
had been stolen from the hive. 
Con- 
noisseurs have great difficulty in de- 
tecting the difference between the gen- 
uine and the manufactured article, by 
its appearance only, but nearly anyone 
who has used the bona fide treasure ol 
the hive to any extent will note the 
difference in taste. In real honey there 
is an agreeably sharp taste as if mill- 
ions of little needle points had barely 
touched the tongue and palata 
This 
is missed in the spurious article, which 
partakes of the flavor and armoa of 
maple syrup. 


The artificial comb used to supply 
the place of that made by the bees ha? 
not been very successful thus far. 
The 
bee at once detects the imposition, and 
refuses to store its sweets in the cavi- 
ties. 
It gnaws at the parts which hold 
it to the hive until it falls, and then 
commences to build itp own. 
The 
reason of this is that it has been 
found difBcult to find sufficient bees- 
wax to supply the demands, and con 
sequently other kinds had to be atiliised. 
Spermaceti, paraffine and wax obtained 
from mineral products have all met 
with the same recognition from the 
bees. 
They have, however, been sue 
cessfully used in storing the manufac- 
tured honey, and when the cavities arc 
filled 
and covered over with a thin 
sheet of the wax, they present to the 
inexperienced the selfsame appearance 
as that taken from the hive. 


The surplus comi^ares with the gen- 
uine, as oleomargarine does with dairj 
butter, and the marketmen, grocers, 
and restaurant-keepers are slow to ad- 
mit that there is any such article made. 


"Why," said the salesman in the lar- 
gest wholesale grocery in the city, 
"they could not afford to make and sell 
it for the same price as real honey. 
That article sells at 10 cents 
pound 
wholesale, and at retail the price is I? 
to 15 cents. 
We have heard that the 
attempt was made to manufacture it 
from glucose, starch, etc., but we have 
not seen any of it. 
There is a new 
kind in the market, which comes from 
that supplied by the apiaries in this 
State, but 
it is nevertheless 
pure 
honey." 


At the Fulton market dealers in the 
commodity denied that any attempt 
had been made to "drive the bee from 
the field." One man gave the reporter 
a taste of some which had beenstramed 
and bottled by the owner of an apiary 
in this State. 
Although deliciously 
sweet and palatable, the reporter could 
but confess that it did not seem exactly 
like that which he had been accustomed 
to in his younger days, when he sur- 
reptitiously purloined some of 
the 
gathered treasure and carefully ex- 
tracted the embryo bee ere he bolted, 
comb and all, the sticky, glutinous 
mass,—iVeiy York Mail 
and 
Express,

Hwimn Ingenuity Endeavoring to Do A 


With the Work of the Itre.i. 


Not only haa American enterprise 


enccccdod in manufacturing a honey- 
comb to save the beoa tho trouble ol 
furnishing a receptacle for their sweet 
store, but it even threatens to rio awny 
with tho services of the industrious 
little boo by uupplying the honoy aluo. 
More than ono variety of maQufactureil 
honey is at present sold in the market, 
as being thn gcnnine product of tlio 
little busy beo. Somo of it cornea iu 
the form of strained anil clarified honey 
put up iu glus3 jars. More of it is 
plii>d in tbe eoml) in small boxes with 
glass on either side, through which it 
may bo aeon looking aa natural as if it 
had been stolen from the hive. Con- 
noisseurs have great diflicnity in de- 
tecting the difference between tho gen- 
uine and tho manufactured article, by 
its appearance only, but iienrlv anyone 
who has used tho boiia lido treasure ol 
tho hive to any extent will note tho 
differ on co in taste. In real honey there 
is an agreeably sharp taste as if mill- 
ions of little needle points bad bnroly 
touched the tongue and pfilata

ie missed in the spurious article, which 
pirtakes of the flavor and armon ol 
maple syrup. 


The artificial comb used to supply 


the place of that made by the bees ha: 
not been very successful thus far. The 
beo at once detects the imposition, and 
refuses to store its nweeta iu the cari 
ties. It gnaws at tho parts which hold 
it to the hive until it, falls, and then 
commences to build its own. 
The 


reason of .this is that it han been 
fount! difficult to iind sufficient bees- 
wax, to supply the demands, and con- 
npqiieritly other kiudu hud to be utilised. 
Spermaceti, paraffins and was obtained 
from mineral products have all met 
with tho same recognition from the 
bees. -.They have, however, boon suc- 
cessfully naed in storing the manufac- 
tured honey, and when the cuvitios ar* 
filled and covered over with a thin 
•beet of the wax, they present to the 
inexperienced tho selfsame appearance 
aa tLat taken from the hive. 


The surplus compares with tbo gen- 


uine, as oleomargarine does with dairy 
butter, and the market men, groui'ts, 
and rpsfanraut-koepers are slo^ to ad- 
mit that there is any such article made. 


"Why," said tho baloamun in the lar- 


gest wholesale grccory in tho city, 
"they could not ufTord to make and aull 
it for the same price an real honuy. 
That article sells at 10 cents peT pound 
wholesale, and at retail tho price is 12 
to 15 ueiits. Wo have heard that tha 
attempt -was inndo to miinnfuutiiro it 
from glucose, htirob, ete., but we havn 
not aeon any of it.
